BLAME PU? ON CHAFFEE. 


MAJ. GLENN SAYS ORDER PERMIT- 
TED TORTURE OF FILIPINOS, — 


Army Officer Under Court Martial at 


Manila Declares Written Inetruc- 


tion from the Major General Au- 
thorized Him to Treat Prisoners 
Any Way He Pleased—Charges That | 
Records of Gen. Jacob Smith's Brig- 
ade Have Been Matilated.

MANILA, Jan. 6.—Maj. Edwin F.. Glenn of 
the Fifth infantry was for the second time 


seven Filipino prisoners of war by torture. 
Maj. Glenn created a sensation by déclaring 
that he was authorized to torture his prison- 
ers by written orders from Maj. Gen. Adna 
R. Chaffee. He presented one of these orders 
to the court and@ declared that other official 
orders and documents had not been recorded 
at division headquarters. 


Records Tampered With. 

He charged that the records of the Sixth 
brigade, commanded by Gen. Jacob Smith, 
had been tampered with and that important 
documents had been abstracted. The de- 
fense wished to examine Gen. Smith as to 
these documents and certain written and 
verbal orders for the purpose of showing 
the character of the campaign Gen. Smith 
desired to have waged. 

Maj. Glenn had already requested the pres- 
ence of Gens. Chaffee and Smith from the 
United States as witnesses, but Secretary of 
War Root refused and ordered Maj. Glenn to 
submit a list of questions to be submitted to 
those generals. Maj. Glenn today refused to 
submit these questions and renewed his re- 
quest that the generals be sent from the 
United States. | 


Shows Order from Chaffee. 

It was also declared in Maj. Glenn’s argu- 
ment that Gen. Chaffee had sent a telegram 
to the department of southern Luzon, where 
Cabalie’s force was operating, clad in Amer- 
ican uniforms. The text of this telegram 
is given as follows: 

‘‘The division commander directs that no 
matter what measures be adopted informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of this force must 
be obtained.”’ 

The defense argued that this order was 
authorization for the application of the 
water cure, and said that officers in the field 
so interpreted it. If this interpretation was 
proper, the defense said, Gen. Chaffee was 
entitied to the opportunity to show why he 
had failed to tnterfere to prevent the court- 
martiaiing of officers for executing the order. 


Root’s Chrnge of Views. 

The defense produced a copy of a telegram 
sent by Secretary Root to Gen. Chaffee when 
the former’ thought thet Maj. Glenn’s trial 
for applying the water cure would take 
place in San Francisco ana in which Gen. 
Chaffee was directed to send to San Fran- 
cisco any witnesses Maj. Glenn desired. The 
defense pointed out that when this message 
was sent’ war existed, but now peace pre- 
vails, and asked why this policy had been 
changed, why it was incompatible with the 
public interest to send Gen. Smith, now re- 
urred, and Mr. Conklin, a civilian, to Manila. 

If witnesses were denied, the defense 
asked to have the documents enumerated in 
the witnesses subpcenaes. It claimedit could 
not properly defend Maj. Glenn without 
witnesses and. raised the question of the 
constitutional right to have them. 

Maj. Lewis E. Goodier ; for the prosecution, 
held the decision given by Secretary Root 
in the matter of witnesses to be final, and 
charged the defense with seeking to force 
the court to go on record as disapproving 
Secretary Root’s decision. Maj. Goodier said 
the document sought could be attached tu 
the depositions, and that the present was 
not a proper time to raise a constitutional 
question, 

The testimony of the first witnesses will 
be heard tomorrow. The case is attracting 
more interest than any court-martial held 
in Manila since the American occupation. 
Army officers generally decline to talk of the 
charges made by MajorGlenn. The major is 
making a strenuous fight to retain his place

NO MORE LOCUST PLAGUES: 
DISEASE TO KILL THEM ALL. 


Department of Agriculture Discovers 
Germ Which Will Wipe Out Whole 
Swarms in a Single Night. 


“There will be no more dreaded plagues of 
grasshoppers or of locusts. This is all because 
the department of agriculture has discovered 
a plague to kill the plague—the germ of an 
extremely contagious insect disease that can 
wipe out the greatest swarm of lotusts or of 
grasshoppers in a single night. 

The next time a locust or grasshopper 
plague prevails in any section of the United 
States tubes of gelatine containing the germs 
of the plague will be sent to farmers in the 
afflicted districts. 

It has long been known that when grass- 


hoppers and locusts appear in enormous-~ 


numbers they sometimes dle off as a re- 
sult of some contagious fungus or bacterial 
disease. The germs of this plague have 
been discovered. | 

The disease is caused by fungi and the 
cultures are made much more easily than 
the name would imply. Farmers after us- 
ing one tube from the department's labora- 
tory may make their own cultures by grind- 
ing the dead bodies of infected insects and 
producing the destructive fungus inas large 
quantities as they desire. | 


CONSUL REFUSES TARIFF: 
UNIFORM IS SHIPPEDHOME. 


Danish Representative in Louisville Is 
Une ble to Secure Remission of Duty 
—Concession Permits Return. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 6.—Chafles Earl Cur- 
rie, Danish consul at Louisville, has ordered 
shipped back to Copenhagen a $300 full dress 
uniform which he purchased for the purpose 
of wearing’ at state functions, because the 
United States government would not admit 
the garments duty free. 

“I have tried for months,’’ said Mr. Currie, 
“to have the uniform entered duty free, but 
congressmen and senators have been unable 
to ‘accompiish it. I think, in view of the 
favors rendered this country by Denmark, 
the duty of $200 should have been removed, 
but the government did not see it in that 
way.” 

When Mr. Currie decided to reship, how- 
ever, another complication arose. Duty ac- 
crues on imported articles as soon as they 
enter the country, so Mr. Currie owed the 
government the duty whether he took the 
suit or not. The department finally grante 
him permission to send the garment back to 
Denmark, and it was packed this morning.

Steel Man Offers to Pat Up Branches 


at Cost of $50,000 Each and H@aip | 


Them if City and Association Will

tenance—Donations of Land from 
Other Men Expected—Mayor Prom- 
ises His Aid. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 6.—[(Special.]—An- 
drew Carnegie has offered $1,500,000 to the 
free library of Philadelphia to establish 
thirty branches in as many different sec- 
tions of the city. The conditions attached to 
the gift are that $50,000 is to be expended 
for the erection of each building, the sites to 
be provided by the city or by private indi- 
yiduals,*the branches to be equipped by the 
city, and a provision of an annual appropri- 
ation of $5,000 made for the maintenance of 
each branch.

Members of the board of trustees of the 
library are now at work carrying ouf the 
details of the pian. 

The probabilities are that the offer of Mr. 
Carnegie will result in a complete revision 
of the plans for the free library of Phila- 
delphia. It was the original intention to 
have a magnificent central library, with 
branches as a secondary consideration, For 
this purpose $1,000,000 was provided in a re- 
cent loan. Work on the buliding was only 
delayed on account of the inability of the 
trustees to secure a suitable site. It had 
been decided that the $1,000,000 would not be > 
adequate to the needs of the institution 
when the steel magnate came to the rescue. 
Librarian John Thompson had an interview 
with Mr. Carnegie on Sunday in which he 
made known the needs of Philadelphia. 


Carnegie Takes Up Plan. 

«+ Mr. Carnegtie,”’ said Mr. Thompson, “ ex- 
pressed the deepest interest in the matter. 
He said he would not interfere in behalf of 
the main library, as he felt that that part 
of the undertaking was in capable hands. 
He was, however, willing to do for Philadel- 
phia what he had done ‘for New York. Hav- 
ing regard to the comparative population of 
the two cities, he reached the conciusion that 
this city would require thirty branch li- 
braries. 

**He stated that it would give him great 
pleasure to pay for the erection of this num- 
ber of buiidings, and toward the cost of 
erecting each <f these he would giadly con- 
tribute the sum of $50,000. He would require 
that private donors or the city should pro- 
vide sites, and as each building is erected 
the city shall pay the cost of books required 
for the branch and bind itself to appropriate 
for its maintenance the sum of $0,000. 

“Mr. Carnegie was anxious that these 
branch libraries should have lecture rooms, 
and that the circulation and other rooms 
should be thoroughiy well fitted up.”’

Blame for the Fnel Famine Said 
to Be Traced to a Dozen 
Dealers.-

Proof of-an illegal combination’ of. coal 
dealers, which has been collected by the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association, will be 
submitted to State's Attorney Deneen this 
afternoon.\ Prompt investigation by a spe- 
cial grand jury is likely to foliow, and the: 
officers of the manufacturers’ association be- 
lieve: that indictments agajnst members of 
some of the largest and richest coal firms in 
the city will be returned, perhaps before the 
end of the week. 

The special committee of five manufactur- 
.ers was appointed by Vice President Bernard 
A. Eckhart yesterday, and will hold a meét- 
ing at 12:30 o*clock this afternoon. Attorney 
Levy Mayer will attend the meeting, and the 
evidence which has been coming in from the 
650 members will be assorted carefully for 
presentation to the state’s attorney. An ap- 
pointment with Mr. Deneen had not been 
made last evening, but an engagement will 
be made with him today. The committee 
will go direct from the megting to the Crim- 
inal Court building. ' 


Traced to Large Dealers. 


It is said positively that the blame for 
forcing a coal famine on the people has been 
traced to ten or twelve of the largest coal 
dealers in Chicago... These men, it is-said, 
controb far more than half of the fuel shipped 
into the city, and hold 95 per cent of the 
contracts with the large consumers, such as 
manufacturers and office builiings. Some 
of them have boasted openly of late, it is 
said, that they were making fortunes out of 
the situation, and even said that higher 
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harm is done and before ge losses occur to 


tain men involved had found it necessary to, 
attenc, to business in other states, and had 
departed ffom the city during the forenoon. 
Several large consumers, in an effort to lo- 
cate these men, called up their officés on 
the pretext of wishing to purchase coal, only 
to be told that they were not in town.

On Guard Against Giving Warning. 

Secretary John M. Glenn of the manufac- 
turers’. association declined to make public 
a list of the dealers against whom indict- 
ments are sought, saying that the publica- 
tion of their names would give the men 
wanted warning of their danger.

Attorney Mayer’s Opinion. 

The law against “ forestalling the mar- 
-et,.,which Attorney Mayer “se in the 
prosecution, was -discussed in the opinion 
given the manufacturers by Mr..Mayer. It 
is an old measure, and is buried among the 
laws concerning gambling, particularly in 
grains. It Is said that it-is more applicable 
to the case of the coa! dealers for the reason 
that it more nearly covérs the matter than 
the conspiracy laws of later date. 

Mr. Mayer’s opinion in part is as follows: 

“There are several sections of the Illinois 
criminal code that are applicable. One is 
the conspiracy act, which makes it a crime 
for two or more persons to do an illegal act; 
another igs the anti-trust statute of 1891, 
which provides for the punishment of per- 
sons, copartnerships, or.corporations. that 
enter into agreements to fix the rice of an 


of | article of merchandise or limit the amount or 


quantity to be sold. It is ‘a mistake quite 
generally entertained that this act has been 
declared unconstitutional. That’ is not so. 
The anti-trust statute of 1892 was declared 
unconstitutional by the “United States Su- 
preme court, but that of 1891 js still in force. 
Old Law Agrinst “Forestalling.”’ 

“There is, however, a much older law 
which fills the case; a law which has been 
on our statute books for a good many years 
and which is really declarative of what has 
been the common law for centuries: The 
séction I refer to has lain dormant for a long 
time. The provision is hidden away under 
the gambling act. It provides that whoever 
forestalls the market shall be fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $1,000 or confined in 
the county jail not to exceed a year, ar both, 
and that all contracts made in violation of 
the act ghall be void.

Criminal to Corner Necessaries. 


“It has been held for years to be criminal 
to purchase the necessaries of life, such as 
fuel, in quantities to preclude competition 
and to hoard the article for a higher price. 
It has been well said that one whg~wusesg the 
power which money or credit gives him to 
play a prank like this upon the community 
is as deserving of punishment as a thief or 
a robber. — 

“One of the most learned of commentators 
has said that the common law against fore- 
stalling has borne the test of ages and has 
been wise and useful. The fault has not been 
in this law, but in the nonexecution of it. Its 
notorious violations have been complained 
of, but the principal cause of its nonexecution 
is the easy and indulgent temper and char- 
acter of thé people generally, who have been 
disposed to suffer themselves to be cheated 
and imposed on in these ways; complaining 
generally, but never prosecuting.”’ 


Railway Managers Witnesses. 

It is said that among the principal wit- 
nesses before the grand jury inquiry will be 
the managers of the coal carrying railroads. 
Ever since the investigation began the offi- 
cials of the roads have given information 
freely. Reports of actual conditions on the 
roads, including statements of shipments of 
coal from the mines and the particulars of 
the journeys of the cars until they have been 
unloaded have been furnished to the manu- 
facturers, and they will be used to show 
how coal is held by the big dealers in the- 
storage yards on the outskirts of the city, 
while these same dealers have insisted that 
they were entirely without supplies. 

Not only have the numbers of cars in daily 
reports been supplied to the prosecution, but 
it is said that details of the shippers and 
consignees have been given as well,.so that 
many manufacturers have learned at last 
why they were unable to receive the sup- 
plies they had contracted for last summer.

Harmon, Ill., Without Fuel. 

Sterling, Ill, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Unless 
coal arrives in the village of Harmon with- 
in the next three days the people of that 
place will face a serious condition. At the 
present time there is not a pound of coal 
for sale in the city and almost half of the 
population are out of coal. The situation 
in this city is also acute.

QONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 6.—The British 
embassy has addressed’a note to the porte 
protesting against the passage of four Rus- 
o destroyers through the Dar- 
the Black sea. 

The note pointed out that such action con- 
stituted a violation of the internaticnal 
treaties providing for the closing of the Dar- 
danelles to war vessels of all countries. 


The note. goes on to say that if Russian 


vessels are allowed to pass Great Britain 
reserves the right to demand similar privi- 
leges for her warships. The protest has 
caused a bad impression and even irritation 
in Russian quarters. 

There is much concern tn Turkish circles 
over the British attitude. 

This matter came up last September, and 
the porte finally concluded that the Russian 
way of thinking was right and therefore 
authorized the passage of the boats, and 
they will be allowed to pass through the 
Dardanelles immediately. 


| Germany Sides with Russia. 
BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The German govern- 
ment declines to associate itself with the pro- 
test of Great Britain and Italy to the porte 
concerning the passage through the Dar- 
danelles into the Black sea of four unarmed 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers, and that 
it has informed Russia to that effect. 


_ May Abrogate the Treaty. 
LONDON, Jan. 7, 8 a. m.—Great Britain's 
protest to the opening of the Dardanelles to 
Rugsian torpedo boats will, it is believed, 
lead to the virtual abrogation of the treaty 
of Paris closing that strait. 


To Germany's refusal to associate herself

S SEARCHLIGHT WHICH WILL LESSEN PERIL OF MUSHAM'S RIVER CREW. | 


... Armed. with ‘a searchlight of 60,000 candle power trained from its prow, the fire tug 
Tilfgois explored: the nocturnal mysteries of the Chicago river last night as far as Twelfth 
street. Farther ‘than that, Capt. William Burroughs deemed it inadvisable to penetrate 
without additional light, It was not a quest for pirates, but a trial of the new search- 
lights with which the fleet of fire tugs in the Chicago and Calumet rivers will be equipped. 

The addition of electric searchlights to the tugs has been the dream of the river fire 
force for years. Life is altogether too adventurous to the fighters of river front blazes, 
as in addition to the usual danger of the firemen there Is the risk of life in navigating the 
dark channel at night, and of making hazardous landings at unsafe docks and hauling 


The trip last night fully demonstrated the need of the searchlight. Leaving the foot 
of La Salle street, Capt. Burroughs steered the Illinois up the river. The great light was 
flashed from wall to wall of towering factories, exposing acres of lumber hookers and 
bringing to view dark clusters of piles and wreckage, At the end of the trial trip Twelfth 
street viaduct was lighted as never before between dusk and dawn. The accompanying 
drawing shows how the new searchlight will aid the firemen when in action. 


DE. M. M. PARKHURST POINTS OUT 
THE FAULTS OF THE SUBURB. 


Has Given Town a Tone That Makes 
It Not the Best for Poor College Stu- 
dent, According to the Minister’s 
View—University Atmosphere Lack- 
ing in the Clubs and in Society— 
Temptation Near Devon Avenue. 


The title “ university town,” as applied to 
Evanston, was declared to be a misnomer 
by the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst in an address 
delivered at a meeting of the Prohibition al- 
Hance in the suburb last night. A moneyed 
aristocracy, he said, completely overshad- 
owed the university In the social life of the 
place, which is dangerous for young people 
in college. 

The declaration was the severest criticism 
that has ever been made against Evanston 
by one of its prominent citizens from a pub- 
Ne platform. It came in the course of an 
address on the subject, “‘ Is Evanston a Safe 
Place for Parents to Send Their Sons and 
Daughters?’ 

The subject was announced in the local 
papers of Evanston a week ago and promi- 
nent citizens approached Dr. Parkhurst, 
asking him not to speak on it. 


Situation to Be Faced. 

“I spent considerable study over the mat- 
ter,” he said, “‘and concluded that it was 
a situation that had to be faced. The pious 
conceit of the Evanston people is such that 
the name of the town should be prefixed with 
an H. They can see nothing wrong here—no 
temptations for young men and women—and 
appear content with things as they are.

“TI do not say Evanston is the worst place 
in the world to which parents can send their 
children to school, but it is certainly not 
nearly as safe a place as other towns that I 
know of where colleges are located. It is 
known as a university town in other places. 
The facts are that a person could live here 
for weeks and never come in contact with 
any university society or notice any consid- 
erable influence exercised on the town by the 

“The greatest trouble with Evanston is 
| that there is too much Chicago money here, 
It is the dominating factor in the society of 
the town and completely overshadows the 
university in importance.

“ The good influence which the town might 
exert on the lives of the students is lack- 
ing, while its disorganizing influences are 
felt everywhere. The sons of the wealthy 
families are given leisureand money. These 
two things will ruin any ordinary boy. These 
town boys set a hot pace, socially, and the 
students, who are mostly poor, look upon 
them with admiration. They become fas- 
cinated with the indolent life of the young 
men of the town, and many times they try 
to imitate them. In this manner the down- 
fall of many a student has come about. 

“The proximity of the town to Chicago 
is not the least of the dangers that await 
the young man entering the university.

EVILS AND CURES GIVEN. 


- Senator Hoar Makes Long Speech 


in Defense of His, Bill’ to 
Regulate Combines. 


‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—This 
was anti-trust fleld day. Attorney General 
Knox, replying to requests of Senator Hoar 
and Representative Littlefield, addressed to 
them ‘a ‘long letter defining his attitude to- 
ward. trusts, going into every phase of the 
trust question. Later in the day Senator 
Hodf delivered a long spéech on ‘trusts, ex~ 
‘piaining -his recently introduced bill and 
urging it. for passage. 

Tonight there was issued from the White 
house a statement, indorsed .by. the presi- 
dent, giving the views of the administration 
on the: trust problem. The White house 
statement is but a condensation, asummary, 
of the statement issued by Attorney General 
Knox, and by it the president indorsés the 

titude ofthe attorney general and makes 
his statement the official poliey of the ad- 

=" “Views of the President. 

The preliminary part of the White house 
statement gives briefly a review of the sit- 
uation as follows: . 

“The people do not desire the business 
of the country:-to be interfered with beyond 
the regulation necessary to control com- 
binations where they act improperly and to 
correct any tendency toward monopoly. In 
this ‘country, where money is cheap and 
abundant and within the reach of keen and 
capable men, monopoly will be impossibie 
if competition is kept free. i 5 a 

** Small enterprises have certain advan- 
tages over large combinations and will live 
and ‘thrive if assured of an open and fair 
field.- Rebates and discriminatory rates 
constitute one of the chief -restrictions on 
competition. They unjustly swell the earn- 
ings of favored concerns, and, supporting 
avast volume of capital stock, which rep- 
resents nothing but unfair advantage over 


- rivals, contribute largely to the upbuilding 


of monopoly.” 

“The “situation respecting transportation 
discriminations and the entry of independ- 
ent capital into ‘new industries has lately 


‘been improved. It is now known that the 


amount of capital embarked in independent 
enterprises in the last years at least 

mals the total capital of the great com- 
bigations: formed within the prévious twelve 
years. With assurance against predatory 
competition this improvement will continue. 

* Individual industrial experience with the 
ceffainty of secure employment: of capital 
may be trusted to ‘compete effectively with 
such selfish-combinations as are mot formed 
for sound economic reasons, but merefy in 
order to capitalize the country’s prosperity 
far the benefit of their promoters. The ex- 
istence of most of these combinations has 
not increased the productive capacity or the

“It-may be said that under the ‘act to 
regulate commerce,’ a shipper may be pun- 
ished-.for receiving rebates or Special rates 
less than the lawful published rates: and 
that it is unnecessary to provide additional 
legislation in this respect to curb trusts 
monopolies, and combinations. This, how- 
ever, is an erroneous statement... 


” Whatever the “congress may have de-. 


signed in the act to regulate comme 
garding the punishment of shippers rn 
Ucipation in violation of that act, as con- 
strued by the courts,- their punishable of- 
fall under two heads: 

“ First, where the shipper has solicited or 
participated in instances o 
ination; and, 

“ Second, in cases of fraud per : 
him against the carrier, ex. 
resentation of the contents of'a package. 

“As” to’ the first, the courts have held 
that to constitute unjust discrimination it 
is Mecessary to prove that at the time the 
lower unlawful rate was being granted to 
the favored shipper, the higher lawful rate 
was imposed against another shipper on like 
commodities between the same points. 

many cases of departure by a carrier 
from its published tariffs, the favored ship- 
per has enjoyed his advantage for so long 
a time that all rivals have disappeared. In 
Such cases, and they are the most humerous 
no illegal discrimination exists; consequent- 
ly the recipient of the unlawful rebates-es- 
capes the penalties of the act to regulaté 
commerce. 


Incorporated Carriers: Escape. 

“ The act prohibits the carrier from charg- 
ing anyOne a greater or less rate than the 
rates named in its schedules; but the penal- 
ties provided therefor have been held by 
the courts not to be applicable to any car- 


rier that is an incorporated company. 


“The officers or agents of stich | 
rated company who grant the rebate or 
make the unlawful concession in rates are 
subject to indictment and punishment. 
That, however, is generally an impractica- 
ble remedy, because the agent who makes 
the -concession usually the only person 
by whom it can be ascertained that the re- 
bate has been paid; and when he has testi- 
fied_in relation to the matter he has thereby 
obteined “amnesty from prosecution. 

“Even after the corporation and ita’ offi- 
cers could be effectively reached by criminal 
proceedings; theslaw leaves unrestrained 
the persons, corporations, and combinations 
—_ are beneficiaries oof the unlawful re- 

tes. 

“This casus omissus of the act to regu- 
late eommerce should be supplied by impos- 
ing»@ penalty upon the incorporated carrier 
and beneficiary alike, and the right of the 
‘eourts to restrain such practices at the suit 
of the United States—a right not settled and 
now vigorously challenged—should be made 


, “I think the operation of such an act 
should be limited to the transportation by 
common carriers subject to the act to regu- 
late commerce. This is necessary for the 
reason that there is no requirement of law 
that rates shall be published by common 
carriers except by railroad or raflroad and 
water carriers acting as one line. When 
the act to regulate commerce was under 
consideration it was deemed impracticable 
if not unwise to attempt to regulate the

“So that if- provision is made by law to} 
prevent rebates, a’ standard or established 
schedule must be referred to; and as the 
admitted abuse of magnitude has been in 
the favors granted by railroad companies, 
their rates, which the law requires shall be 
made public, should be taken as the rates 
which must be adhered to and made equal 
to all the people under similar conditions, 


; Ways to Enforce Laws. 

“Tt should, therefore, be made unlawful 
to transport traffic by carriers subject to the 
act to regulate commerce at any rate less 
than such carriers’ published rate, and all 
who participate in the violation of such law 
should be punished. 

*‘ An additional provision should be made to 
reach corporations, combinations, and asso-. 
cilations which produce and manufacture 
wholly within a state, but whose products 
or sales enter into interstate commerce. It 
should relate, first, to such concerns as fat- 
ten on rebates in transportation, and, sec- 
ond, to concerns which sell below the general 
price of commodity in particular localities, 
or otherwise in particular localities wan- 
tonly ,seek to.destroy competition. These 
could be excluded with their commodities, 
products, or manufactures‘from crossing 
state lines. 

‘As the power of congress over interstate 
commerceé@s plenary, excepting as it may be 
limited by the constitution, it ts believed 
that it may impose such a punishment for 
the violation of the public policy of the 
nation. | 

“A comprehensive plan should be framed 
to enable the government to get at all of the 
facts bearing. upon the organization and 
practices of concerns engaged in interstate 
and foreign commerce essential to a full un- 
derstanding thereof, and to compel the ob- 
servance of the law. This should be framed 
upon tested lines. 


Commission Should Be Created. 

“A commission shquld be created to aid in 
carrying out the provisions of the act of July 
2, 1890, and any further legislation relating 
to commerce. It should be the duty of such 
commission,. among other things, to make 
diligent investigation into the operations and 
conduct of all corporations, combinations, 
and cuncerns engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce, and to gather such information 
or data as would enable it to make specific 
recommendations for additional legislation 
for the regulation of commerce, and an- 
nually, and oftener if it shall seem needful, 
to make report thereon to the president. 

*“‘ Such a commisison should have authority 
to inquire into the management of the busi- 
ness of such corporations and concerns, to 
keep itself informed as to the manner and 
method in which the same is conducted, and 
to obtain from such concerns full and com- 
plete information necessary to enable the 
commisison to perform the duties and carry 
out the objects for which it is created; it 
should have the power, when in its judgment 
it is necessary, to require reports from them,

Urges Great Care Be Exercised. — 

* Of course, the general scheme of legisla- 
tion to correct trust abuses should be de- 
veloped with great care, for it is not’nearly 
so important to act quickly as to act wisely. 
Primarily the question of the power of con- 
gress to reach what the Sherman act seems 
to have missed should be authoritatively de- 
termined, as upon that proposition the whole 
structure of effective regulative legislation 
must rest. We should at once take the first 
steps by, law aimed at what we certainly 
know to be unreasonable practices directly 
restrictive of freedom of commerce upon 
P which the fundamental question can be 
raised, and by a law conferring upon the gov- 
ernment a general supervisory power as 
above outlined. 
-“ Another step in. legislation which I; 
earnestly recommend and which will, if en- 


lem, is,that an act be passed as soon as pos- 
sible to speed the final decision of cases now 
pending and others that may be raised under 
the anti-trust law. I refer to an act to enable 
the attorney general to secure the original 
hearing by a full bench of the Circuit court 
judges in the circuit wherein is pending any 
suit brought by the United States under the 
anti-trust law, which the attorney general 
certifies to the court to involve questions of 
great public importance, and giving an ap- 
peal from their decision directly to the Su- 
preme court of the United States in such 
cases, and also giving an appeal directly to 
the Supreme court in all pending cases in 
which the United States is a party which 
have been heard and areas yet unappealed. 

“There are a number of cases now pro- 
vided by statute where appeals may be made 
directly to the Supreme court from the Dis- 
trict and Circuit courts—namely: in cases 
in which the jurisdicfion of the court is in 
issue, from final sentences and decrees in 
prize cases, in cases of conviction of a capital 
or otherwise infamous crime, in cases that 
involve the construction or application of the 
constitution of the United States, in cases 
in which the constitutionality of any law of 
the United States, or the validity or con- 
struction of any treaty is drawn in question, 
and in cases in which the constitution or law 
of a state is claimed to be in contravention 
of the constitution of the United States. » 


Would Be Long Stride Forward. 

“The class of cases that I suggest should 
be brought within this rule, it seems to me, 
is of as great importance as any of those 
referred to. The suggested provision re- 
quiring a full bench of the Circuit judges 
would insure the cases receiving as full con- 
sideration before presentation to the Su- 
premé court as if heard by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. ; 

“It is too much to say that with these 
gaps closed the scheme of governmental 
regulation will be complete, but it is clear 
that without some similar legislation it 
would continue to be inadequate. And such 
legislation will make a long first stride in 
advance. P. C. Knox, Attorney General.” 

Hoar Talks of Trists. . 

Senator Hoar's speech was devoted entire- 
ly to the question of trusts and partly to an 
explanation of his recently introduced anti- 
trust bill. He began with the assumption 
that all thoughtful men are agreed as to the 
necessity of legislation for the contro] of 
trusts. He said that as yet there had been 
only apprehension and alarm, but no serious 
injury, except in the case of the recent coal 
strike, on account of trusts. He took up the 
discussion of the effect of the control of vast 
wealth by individuals, saying that in such a 
system’ there was muéh to threaten repub- 
lican liberty. | | 

“Is there anything to render it unlikely,” . 
he asked, “‘ that if one of these vast fortunes 
has grown from a hundred thousand to a 
hundred million or a thousand million in 
thirty years that in the hands of the next 

r, in another thirty or fifty years, 
the hundred million may become a hundred 
thousand million, or the thousand million a 
thousand thousand million? Cannot the 
same power and business ability and capital 
that can control all the petroleum in the 
country control all the coal? Can it not con- 
trol the railroad and the ocean carrying 
trade? Can it not buy up and hold in one 
‘man’s grasp the agricultural and grazing 
lands of new and great states and the coaj 
mines, and silver mines, and copper mines?’ 


Danger in Corporate Werdth. 


But, great as were the possibilities of the 
accumulation of great wealth by individuais, 
he did not find in such accumulation the same 
peril that is found in corporate control of 
such wealth. |

BIDS FOR CRUISERS OPENED. 


Navy Department Receives Proposi- 


tions for the Constructidn of Two 
Fast Armored Vessels. 


‘Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—Two first class 
armored cruisers, bids for which were opened 
at the navy department today, were author- 
ized by act of congress approved July 1. 
1902, the cost of each not to exceed $4,650,000. 
Forty-two months is. allowed for their con- 
struction, and a minimum speed trial of 21% 
Knots is required. 

Each cruiser will measure on load water 
line 502 feet in length and 72 feet 1044 inches 
at extreme breadth. They will have each a 


trial displacement of not more than 14.500 


tons, a total coal Bunker capacity of about 
2,000 tons, and a mean draft at trial dis- 
placement of 25 feet. 

The hull of each cruiser is to be of steel 
throughout. The armament ofeach will con- 
sist of a main battery of four 10-inch and 
sixteen 6-inch breechloading rifles, twenty- 
two 3-inch rapid fire guns, and a secondary 
battery of twelve 3-pounder, semi-automatic, 
rapid fire) guns, two 1-pounder automatic 
guns, two 1-pounder rapid fire guns, two 
.B0-caliber Gatling guns, six .30-caliber Colt 
automatic guns, and two 8-inch field guns. 
The contracts will not be awarded for some 
time.

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DEMAND BY VAN DRIVERS 


THEY FILE SCALE ASKING $750,- 
000 A YEAR MORE. 


Part of the General Movement of 
Teamsters for Higher Wages This 
Year—Charges of Bribery Made by 
President Young Discussed, but No 
Progress Toward an Investigation 
~Lincoln Park Men Return to Work 
Pending Arbitration. 


The van teamsters of the city, who num- 
ber 8,000 men, have prepared their wage 
schedule for the ensuing year, and if it is. 
accepted by their employers they will re- 
celve"an aggregate increase in pay of $750,- 
000. annually. The schedule will be filed 


within a few days at the offices of the Van } 


Team Owners’ association and conferences 
regarding it will follow. 

The demands, of the van mien are a part of 
@ general movement of e teamsters for 
better pay and shorter hours. Two weeks 
ago the truck drivers opened the campaign 
by asking for an increase amounting to $800,- 
000 annually and reeeived it. Other locals 
will follow the van men, and when all have 
been satisfied, President Albert Young as- 
serts that the teamsters will be getting be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 a year more 
than hitherto. 


Two Busy Seasons Recognized. 


The van men have a wage schedule now 
that recognizes two busy seasons. They get 
$2 a day for routine work, but during the six 
weeks beginning April 1 and the three 
months following Sept. 1, they receive an 
extra 25 cents a day. The pay of their 
helpers is on the same basig and uniformily 
25 cents a day lower. is they want 
changed to a flat rate of $2.50 a day for the 
van men and $2.25 for the helpers, with 85 
cents an hour for all work over ten hours. 
“There are times in the year when work 
fs light,’’ said Business Agent F. C. Bender 
yesterday. ‘‘In such periods our men work 
at coal and dirt teaming. On coal wagons 
they receive the coal scale, which is lower 
than the van schedule, and when they haul 
dirt they get dirt teamsters’ wages, which 
are lower. This we want changed and de- 
mand that when our men do other teaming 
they be paid wages that are not lower than 
those in the van line.”’ 

Discussing the Bribery Charge. 

Little else save the charges of bribery 
made by President Albert Young of the 
Teamsters’ National union were discussed 
in labor circles during the day. The com- 
mittee of investigation was not appointed 
because Young is suspicious of any appoint- 
ment save when made in a general meet- 
ing of the federation, and will not allow 
President Lighthall to proceed. 

“Young is making a grand stand play,”

The postmaster general has written Hugg 
an autograph letter wishing him many happy 
years and congratulating him upon his 
faithful service. 

Some time ago Representative Mann in- 
troduced a resolution declaring the tunnels 
under the Chicago river to be obstructions 
to navigation.

By a vote of 153 to 52 the house this after- 
noon adopted the general staff corps bill 
providing for increasing the efficiency of the 
army. | 
The general staff corps wili be composed of 
officers detailed from thearmy at large. The 
duties of the staff corps will be to prepare 
plans for the national defense and for the 
mobilization of the forces in time of war: to 
investigate and report upon all questions af- 
fecting the efficiency of the army and its 
state of preparation for military operations, 
and to render professional aid and assistance 
to the secretary war, to general officers, and 
other superior commanders, and to act as 
their agents in informing and codrdinating 
the action of all the different officers engaged 
in carrying out their orders. 


The general staff corps will consist of one | 


chief of staff, two general officers detailed 
by the president from officers of the army 
at large, but not below the grade of brigadier 
general, four colonels, six lieutenant col- 
onels, twelve majors, and twenty captains. 

Officers will be detailed to the staff corps 
for a period of four years, and upon being 
relieved will return to the branch of the 
army in which they hold permanent com- 
missions. 

The chief of staff, under the direction of 
the president, will have supervision of all 
troops of the line and of the adjutant general, 
inspectors general, judge advocates general, 
quartermasters, subsistence, medical, pay, 
and ordnance departments, the corps of en- 
gineers, and the signal corps. Inasmuch as 
this proposition meets with such general fa- 
vor it will be adopted by the senate, in all 
probability at this session.

MANN BILL ON NEW SECRETARY 


Substitute for Senate Measure on De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor 
Is Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—Representative 
Mann of Illinojs today reported for the house 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce a substitute for the senate bill to 
establish a new department of commerce and 
labor. The report says one object of the new 
department is to consolidate as far as possi- 
ble all of the statistical bureaus of the goy- 
ernment in one department and to place fn 
the department all of the scientific bureaus 
engaged in work relating to commerce, man- 
ufactures, and labor. 

Relative to the proposed bureau of corpora- 
tions the report says: | 

“ The creation of this bureau will make 
it the duty of an officer of the government to 


deal with the matter of corporation informa- 


tion and to acquire knowledge and report 
recommendations concerning the manner 
and extent to which corporation transac- 
tions in interstate commerce shall be sub- 
jected to the influence of national] legislation 
Your committee believes that this is a prac- 
tical etep toward the legitimate contro! of 
corporations engaged in commerce among 
the

|MANY GUESTS IN PANIC. 


Cause of Blaze Is Not Clear, Al- 
though Building Was Not 
Within the Law. 


The loss of four lives by fire in the Hotel 

Somerset early yesterday morning is charged 
indirectly to: the coal famine. Had -it not 
been for the high price and scarcity of fuel, 
‘Mrs. Margaret Perry and her three chil- 
dren, whose lives were sacrificed, would not 
have. been in the hotel, as they left their 
home at 2535 Indiana avenue some time ago 
because they thought it would be cheaper 
‘to’ board than to attempt to heat their own 
apartments’ during the winter. 
«Beside four fatalities, four persons 
were injured and a number of others had 
narrow escapes in the panic, although the 
fire. itself was checked. before it did serious 
damage to the building. 

The cause of the blaze is not clear, although 
W. D. Clemons, a bellboy at the Chicago 
Athletic association, was arrested, and is 
held pending the inquest this morning. It 
was in his room, which was next to the room» 
occupied by the Perrys, that the fire started. 
It is understood Clemons was smoking cigar- 
ets in the room a short time before the fire.

ACCEPTED JURORS MUST BELIEVE 
BILL OF RIGHTS.

Trial of Brass Molders Accused of 
Conspiring to Injure Nonunion 
Men Begins in Jadge Brentano’s 
-Court—Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olson Puts Unusual Questions to 
Veniremen—One Defendant Turns 
State’s Evidence. all

Prospective jurors must swear to their be- 
lief in certain principles of human rights be- 
fore they can qualify for service in the trial 
of the union brass molders accused of con- 
spiring to injure nonunion men, which be- 
Ban yesterday in Judge *Brentano’s court. 
‘Four questions were put to the veniremen by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson which have 
never been used before in the trial of a labor 
case in Cook county. They form what is said 
to be the severest test ever imposed upon 
jurors in a case where labor organizations 
were concerned. The questions are: 

Do you believe that '‘ all men are by nature free 
and independent, and have certain inherent and 
inalienable rights—among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness,’’ and that ‘‘no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty, or property with- 
out due process of law? 

Do you believe that ‘‘ labor is property and the 
laborer has the same right to sell his labor as 
any other property owner?” | 

Hove you any prejudices or feeling against the 
man who takes the place of a striker and works 
for a.company when the men are out on a strike? 

Do you: believe that in this country every 
owner of property may work it as he will, by whom 
he pleases, at such wages and upon such terms as 
he can make; and that every laborer may work or 
not as he sees fit, for whom and at such wages as 
he pleases, and that neither can dictate to the other 
how.he shall use his own, whether of property, 
time, or skill? | 

The trial began with’ four of the eleven 
defendants fugitives from justice, and one 
of the remaining seven a witness for the 
state. Charles R. Smoot,-who turned state’s 
evidence, pleaded guilty at the opening of 
court. The. six standing trial are Jacob E. 
Johnson, William Mangan, Gustave John- 
son, Thomas Christy, Gustave Hoppé, and 
William L. Maloney. The. four for whom 
deputy sheriffs searching are Andrew 
Anderson, one Leslie, one Smith, and Harry 
Forbes.

When he returned half an 
hour later he heard Rochelle, the elevator 
boy, calling fire. Clemons ran to the fifth 
floor and found his room on fire, the flames 
then being confined to the partition of Mrs. 
Perry's apartment. | 

Seizing a broom, Clemons ran down the 
hall and knocked on the doors to arouse the 
inmates,. although -he did not warn Mrs. 
Perry. Soon thé 180 guests in the ho'te} 
were rushing down the stairway, climbing 
down the fire escapes or besieging the ele- 
vator cage, where Rochelle was making re- 
peated trips through the smoke To save the 
occupants of the top floors. | 

Clemons ran down to the street just in 
time to see Miss Saunders jump from the 
fifth floor. He picked her up and carried 
her to the office of Dr. Mackey, 1205 Wabash 
avenue, but she died in the ambulance on 
the way to the Samaritan hospital. 

The firemen arrived in time to confine the 
blaze to the two rooms on the fifth floor, 
but when they burst in the door of the front 
apartment they found the bodies of Mrs. 
Perry and her two daughters lying close to- 
gether near the door. They were burned 
almost beyond recegnition.

REPUBLICAN ALDERMEN , 
HAVE TRACTION LAW PLAN. 


‘Think Act Enabling Cities to Own Lines 


-All That Is Necessary for Franchise 
—Cost of Transfers. | 


An enabling act authorizing cities to own 
street railways, the republican aldermen be- 
lieve, is all that the legislature needs to pass 
at this egession to sotve the traction problem 
in Chicago. Republican members of the coun- 
cil, it was learned yesterday, have had the 
matter under consideration with a view to 
bringing about a conference.. Some of the 
aldermen said that with the passage of an 
enabling act the mayor's prop would be. 
knocked from under him and there would 
then be nothing in the way of the council 
putting through a franchise ordinance. ’ 


Mayor Suggests a Receiver. . 

Application by the city for a receiver for 
the street railway companies, in case the 
franchises expire without the passage of en- 
abling the municipal ownership legislation, 
or of an extension ordinance, is suggested 
as a possibility by Mayor Harrison. Such 
an application, he thinks, would at once 
bring to an issue the claim of rights on the 
part of the companies under the so-called 
ninety-nine year law. In any event, the 
mayor declares, the city is not helpless, and 
could by a combination of car license legis- 
lation and. lowering of fares find amplé 
weapons to fight the ninety-nine year rights 
contention. 


Transfers Cost Traction Company. 

Transfers. good anywhere on the Chicago 
Union Traction company’s lines have cost 
that road $2,200 a month, according to a 
statement made by General Counsel W. W. 
Gurley yesterday.

-PARK COMMISSION WINS 
LAKE SHORE DRIVE SUIT. 


Judge Holdom Awards Land at Foot of 
Bellevue Place—Opens Way for Com- 
pletion of Street and Improvements. 


The way for the completion and improve- 
ment of the Lake Shore drive extension was 
opened yesterday by a decision of Judge Hol- 
dom awarding to the Lincoln park commis- 
sioners a piece of property lying at the foot of 
Bellevue place, valued at between $1,500,000 
and $2,000,000. This decision reverses the 
finding of Master in Chancery Stein. 

The property affected, or so much of it as 
is not made land, was originally deeded to 
the park commissioners by Miss Caroline Mc- 
Cagg, sister and heir of E. B. McCagg. Her 
intention was to have it used for park pur- 


poses. 

“This decision means a great deal for the 
park,”’ said Attorney Frank Hamlin, who has 
conducted the suit. “ It is also of vital inter- 
est to the property owners who have paid for 
the making of the new drive, taking in return 
the land between Pine street and the new 
driveway. They have been holding back be- 
fore: making improvements until this case 
was’ decided. I have conferred with the rep- 
resentatives of the Potter Palmer estate and 
I find that extensive plans have been made 
for the improvements, but that they have 
been lying idle until all this matter is set- 
tled.”’

The men who stole from the Cuban 
postoffice during the American occupation of 
the island shook the faith of the Cubans in 
the integrity of American administration. 
When the Porto Ricans see American offi- 
cials held to trial for defrauding the govern- 
ment they serve, they will be half inclined 
_ to believe that the standard of honesty ts not 
‘much higher among Americans than it was 
mong Spaniards. One dishonest officer in 
‘the Philippines may do more harm than a 
dozen in the United States. 


The Supreme court has de- 
-¢ided that the treasury de- Duty on 
partment was justified in Russian 
collecting # countervailing Beet Sugar. 


The court is of the opinion that the Russian 
producer of sugar {s practically paid a bounty 
on what he exports. That view of the case is 
taken everywhere except in Russia. The 
Russian government has persistently assert- 
ed that no bounty is paid and will not be 
moved from its position by anything the 
Supreme court of the United States may say. 
Therefore, the higher duties which were im- 
posed on some classes of American goods 
when the treasury department made its rul- 
- ing as to Russian sugar will not be lowered... 
The manufacturers whose business has been 
hurt by the duties will have to resign them- 
selves to the loss of their Russiantrade. No 
countervailing duties will be collected on 
Russian sugar, because none will be shipped 
to this country. Neither the United States 
treasury nor American manufacturers will 
be benefited by the decision of the court. It 
is to be hoped that the principal beet sugar 
countries of Europe will be loyal to the agree- 
ment, they entered into last year and cease 
the payment of bounties on exported sugar. 
Russia did not take part in the Brussels beet 
sugar conference and will continue to pay 
bounties, but if other nations stop paying 


repeal its provision. for a countervailing duty 
and let Russian sugar, little of which will be 
imported, come in on the same te 
wugar of other countries. Russi

THE MULE’S OFFICIAL STATUS. 

The Western Missouri Court of Appeals, 
because a certain mule in Kansas City in- 
jured a workman, bas delivéred a sweeping 
condemnation of all mules, as if there were 
not mules and mules.

animals are vicious as it would be to decide 
that all horses aré fractious ‘and vicious be- 
cause some particular horse refuses to pull 
his lead, probably fer reasons entirely satis- 
factory to himself. It is likely that if the 
court. had taken expert testimony upon this 
point it would have decided differently. 
Any old Missouri negro could have given the 
court important information upon the sub- 
ject, for no oné knows the peculiarities of 
the mule family better than an old negro, 
‘ and equally rio one ts so well acquainted 
with old negroes asthemule. 

‘The most objectionable feature of the de- 
cision is that it puts an unjust and onneces- 
sary stigma upon the whole mule genus. The 
mule may be a mongrel, but he is smarter 
than the relatives on either side of the family 
and by courage, endurance, and defiant spirit 
avenges the persecutions which the inferior 


suffer forages. The mule may be obstinate, 
but is only obstinate when it knows it is 
right; and as it is right nine times out of ten 
that is a virtue for which the court should 
have given credit. In fixing an official status 
’ it also should-have said that the mule’s. 
courage never wavers; that it' has endless 
capacities for work, and if it does not always

The duty on anthracite should be re- 
moved unconditionally, as President Roose- 
velt recommended in his last message. It 
never should have been imposed, for it was 
mot necessary. As for the duty on soft coal, 
it should be taken off permanently if the 


‘dominion government will remove its duty 


on American coal. Probably it will be delight- 
ed to dothat. So far as this commodity, at 
least, is concerned, reciprocity with Canada 
is feasible and desirable. It will benefit both 
parties to the bargain, | |

PARASITIC LABOR. | 

All over the United States the question of 
child labor is being discussed. It is a ques- 
tion which calls for a display not only of 
humane sentiment* but of economic reason- 
ing. Child labor has two results which are 
of concern to persons who neither directly 
employ it nor directly suffer by it. In the 
first place, the physical and moral character 
of succeeding generationsisimpaired. This 
‘has been indisputably proved. ll talk 
about its being better for children to work 


\industriously im nice, clean factories than 


to run wild on dirty streets is rendered 
futile by the two facts (1) that the childfen 
who are not working can be kept in school 
wather than on the streets, and (2) that the 
adage about all work and no play still holds 
good. No age was ever more convinced 
than this age is that what a child needs is 
free, unconfined development, with plenty of 
leisure. The all work factory child is not 
in most cases the father of a strong, moral, 
intelligent man. It was noticeable that the 
English military authorities reported that 
it was in the factory districts where child 
labor had long prevailed that so large a 
proportion of the population was below the 
standard required by the recruiting sergeant. 
Englard is still dismayed by that revelation, 


ever, is only the first result which may be 
expected to appeal to the general public. 
There is a second.| Child labor is parasitic 
labor. It is seldom that the child earns a 
wage which is sufficient for its support. 
It earns a wage which supplements the earn- 
ings of its parents, The child is supported 
partly by its own labors and partly by the 


| labors. of others. The person who employs 


child labor therefore employs it at a kind 
of premitm. He gets more labor than he 
supports. The money that he. pays to the 
child does not fullysupport the child. Here 
is a margin of profit. Who provides this 


| profit?.. Why, the industries. which are em- 
| ploying the fathers of working children, 


This is of course only one view of the matter, 
There are other circumstances—e. g.: the 
reduction of adult wages in consequence of 
child competition, which result in other 
views. The general position remains, how- 
ever, that children seldom are paid enough 
money to cover their whole support, and 
that therefore their labor is seldom of such 
a character that it cannot justly be called 
parasitic. Now, parasitic labor preys on the 
rest of the community. The sooner it is 
destroyed the better. | | 


IMPORTS OF BAW MATERIALS. — 
During the first) eleven months of 1902 
there has been an increase in imports of 
$75,000,000. Of the increase $54,000,000 
represented raw materials or partially man- 
ufactured materials to be used by American 
manufacturers. No better evidence can be 
desired of the activity of the home manu- 
facturers during the year. They have im- 
ported increased quantities of the fibers, 
rubber, and leather. They have even had to 
import steel because for the moment the do- 
mestic supply was not equa! to the demand, 
The raw materials imported have been 
into goods intended for export 
as well as for domestic consumption. There 
is cause for congratulation in the steady 
growth in the imports of “ manufacturers’ 
| materials.” They constitute now about 46 
‘per cent of the total imports, In time the 
United States will become the great buyer 
of raw materials drawn from all parts of the

their mother tongue or become Mexicans in 
feeling. As Mr. Bonsall says in an article 
in the North American Review for January, 
the Buropean colonists in southern Brazil 
come, for the most part, of races which 
are socially more efficient than the Brazil- 
jans, and areconsciousofthefact. Further- 
more, they show an inclination to maintain 
their liberties and defend their rights, 
which Mr. Bonsall thinks may some day 
create a@ situation which ,will be peculiarly 
interesting to the United States. 

‘The German inhabitants of southern Bra- 
gil number about 400,000. Not all of them 
are really Germans. Some are Swise, Aus- 
trians, or Polen The Germans are assimi- 
lating men belonging to totally different 
races. They are Germanizing Roumani- 
ans, Italians, and Portuguese. It is plain 
that if the Brazilian government were to 
trespass on the rights of the intelligent and 
progrespive communities that have grown 
up in the southern part of the republic there 
would be no tame submission to wrong. The 
German colonists would maintain their 
rights. | It is not impossible that if they 
found it difficult to do so single-handed, they 
would turn to Germany for assistance. Then 


to pay attention to the subject. 

If the German colonists are not molested 
they will make trouble for nobody. They 
will go om quietly with the good work they 
are doing for Brazil. They have infinite af- 
fection for the fatherland—they would be 
poor Germans if they had not—but they 
do not wish to be subjects of the German 
empire and be ruled by German officials. 
If they should ever separate from Brazil it 
would be with the idea of establishing an 


independent 

a German colony. : 

: Gf the Brazilian government is not led by 
foolish distrust to the commission of unwise 
acts, the peace of South America or of the 
United States never will be disturbed by the 
German communities. Mr. Bonsall says: 
“To many, as to myself, these prosperous, 
well ordered communities have always ap- 
peared pregnant with hope for the future

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY | | 


Copyright, 1903, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


N order .to understand. the importance 
that the royal house of Saxony attaches 
to securing of the child to 
which the fugitive crown princess.is to 

. give birth in the spring, it must thor- 

oughly be understood that if @ boy it will be 

in the immediate line of succession to the 
throne of Saxony. No matter whether the 

Saxon tribunals pronounce a divorce against 

the crown princess, and no matter how much 

she may deny that the crown prince is the 
father of the child, it will nevertheless in the 
eyes of the law remain a fullfiedged scion of 
the reigning house of Saxony. and a prince 

or princess of the blood, since it will be im- 

possible to prove that the crown prince is 

not the father. 

The crown prince has two younger broth- 
ers, one Prince John George of Saxony, who 
is a nice fellow, but whose union to Duchess 
Isabella of Wtrtemberg has rémained child- 
less, while the other brother is Prince Max- 
imili: n, who, in spite of the opposition.of his 
father and of his uncle, the late king, aban- 
doned the army for the church and entered 
the Roman Catholic priesthood. There was 
a third brother, Prince Albert, but he was 
killed a couple of years ago through a car- 
riage accident caused by a drunken freak of 
Prince Michael of Braganza. He was un- 
married. | 

The crown prince has three little boys, the 
eldest of whom, George, is just 10 years of 
age. 
thus it is quite within the bounds of possibil- 
ity that the child to be born to the crown 
princess a couple of months hence, if a boy, 
may become the legitimate heir to the throne 
of Saxony. Were, however, the boy to be- 
come king, doubts would always prevail as 
to whether he was really the son of the crown 
prince, and this uncertainty would inevitably 
weaken the prestige of the Saxon throne and 
of its hold ypon the loyalty and allegiance 
of the Saxon people. 


From ‘this it will be seen that there are 
grave dynastic interests at stake, and that 
the action of the Saxon court in taking steps 
to secure possession of the crown princess’ 
child on its birth¢s not prompted by mere 
animosity against her, but by political con- 
siderations. | 

Under any circumstances, the life of the 
unfortunate child will be a pitiable one, and 
the best that can be hoped for it isghat its lot 
may be similar to those of a prince and prin- 
cess of another of the minor sovereign houses 
of Germany. 

In that case a ng grand duke, hav- 
lessness, separated from hér and banished 
her from his dominions. Her two youngest 
children were, according to her own confes- 
sion and to his belief, the offspring of her 
chamberlain. But as there was neverthe- 
less, in the eyes of the law, a possibility of 
their being his progeny, he was forced to 
concede to them the rank of a prince and 
He would not, how-

them, and they were brought up in e remote 
chateau—as members of the royal family, 
it is true, but were never allowed to appear 
at court or even in the capital of the grand 
duchy—branded, in one word, by the grand 
duke with the sti of a suspected but 
not proved illegi 7 


The crown prince of one of the greatest 


empires of the old world, while traveling by 
post chaise to Stuttgart to become officially 
betrothed to the princess of Wtirtemburg, 
who had been selected as the most suitable 
consort for him, by mere chance made the 
acquaintance of the exiled prince and prin- 
cess and fell so deeply in love with the latter 
that he informed his father and the latter’s 
government that they must break off the 
match with the princess of Wiirtemburg, as 
he had determined to wed no other but the 
royal maiden of his choice. 

Reluctantly his demands were complied 
with by his father and an official offer made 
to the grand duke for the hand of the “ Prin- 
cess Cinderella,” as she was called. The 
grand duke, who was immensely flattered 
by the prospect of a matrimonial alliance 
between his family and the reigning house 
of so great an empire, readily gave his con- 


sent, and then for the first time summoned) 


the princess and her brother to his court 
and for the first time made their acquaint- 
ance. 

They appeared there perfect strangers to 
him, to the members of his family, to the 
dignitaries of his court and of the state, and 
it-was as crown princess-elect, that is tosay, 
as the betrothed of a future emperor, that 
Princess Cinderella, a lovely girl, received 
the public acknowledgment by the grand 
duke that she was his daughter and his first 
paternal embrace) 

The princess, however, never forgot nor 
forgave the treatment to which she and her 
brother had been subjected in their youth, 
and one of the first concessions which she 
obtained from her husband’s father was that 
he should give her brother a commission in 
his army and the opportunity of making his 
home and his career fn the land of her adop- 
tion. There is such an element of romance 
in all this that I often wonder why it has 


‘never furnished the theme of any play, or 


even of any novel. 


In spite of the efforts to maintain secrecy 
with regard to the affair, the fact has come 
to light that during the stay of Emperor 
William at Sandringham, and without the 
knowledge of his uncle and host, King Ed- 
ward, a petition was handed to him bear- 
ing the signatures of all the leading Roman 
Catholic peers of the British realm, headed 
by the duke of Norfolk, requesting him to 
repeal the decree of 1875, which dissolved 
in the kingdom of Prussia all the monastic 
orders save those who devote their activity 
to the nursing of the sick andiurging the 
émperor to permit the return to his domin- 
ions ofall religious orders, including the 
Jesuits, without let or hindrance, | 

The emperor received the petition with 
signs of manifest displeasure, realizing the 
impropriety of its presentation, and content- 
ed himself with declaring that every con- 
cession that the Prussian government could 
make had been granted in 1887, when a cer- 
tain limited number of religious orders ex- 
pelled in 1875 were authorized to return to 
the kingdom. 

King Edward, when he learned about the 
matter, was furious, and I hear that two 
Roman Catholic members of his household, 
who are stated to have been concerned in 
the affair either directly or indirectly, are in 
the blackest of his books and likely to be de- 
prived ere long of their offices. 

Emperor William seems to have regarded 
the petition as wholly unwarrantable inter- 
ference by foreign legislators in the affairs 
of his kingdom, and, moreover, even if the 
petition had been signed by Gerraan instead 
of English nobles, and had been presented 
at a proper time and place, it would have 
been ill advised just at the present moment, 
when the kaiser fs devoting all his energies 
to uniting the various Protestant sects of 
his dominions into one German national 
Protestant church. ? 


Lord Kitchener’s arrival at Delhi was, like 
his departure from England, without fuss.

| MODERATE ALL RAIL SHIPPING 


DEMAND A HELPFUL FACTOR. 


‘Disposition .@f Seaboard to Take 


Wheat from Here and Liberal De- 
crease Reported in World’s Avail- 
able Stocks Incline Shorts to Cover 
—Corn Strong Enough to Aid Other 
Grains on Liberal Shipping Sales— 
January Up Sharply—Other Markets 


Wheat showed more strength than for sev- 
eral days yesterday, the May delivery keep- 
ing above 7ic even when weakest, but the 
appreciation in value was small, the range 
only %c, with the closing quotation the top 
for the day, 75%-\4c, and a net gain of Ke. 
Some help was borrowed from a strong corn 
market. Prominent shorts covered freely 
on the evidence of a better tone to the cash 
situation, sales here of 125,000 bu, includ- 
ing some No, 1 northern to go all rail to the 
seaboard for export at a shade better than 
2c under May.

“9, | ANOTHER RULE FOR “OUTLAWS” 


Jockey Club Stewards Provide Disqual- 
ification for Those Threatening Its 
Members or Racing, 


At an | adjouthed meeting of the Western 
Jockey club the stewards took another step 
against the “ outlaws’ by passing a rule 
providing for disqualification of persons 


} threatening associations racing under the 


jurisdiction of the jockey club. 

The rule is sweeping in its scope and could 
be so construed as to disqualify those criti- 
cising the methods and actions of the club, 
but there is no idea here the stewards intend 
any such coufse. It is thought the rule is 
intended to include those who threaten to 
stop racing where no kindly law exists, as 
here in Illinois, and to apply to the recently 
reported threat to pass a ten day racing law 
in Tennessee, which would affect Memphis 
and Nashville, both jockey club tracks.

Lennon Wants to Retain St. 
Paul Franchise at Down- 
town Site. 


LEAGUE FAVORS CHICAGO.

Negotiations looking to the transfer of the 
St. Paul American association baseball team 
to this city were conducted yesterday be- 
tween Owner Lennon of the St. Paul club 
and President Hickey of the league. The 
brief conference showed a marked difference 
of opinion and the matter will be discussed 
more fully today. It is thought, however, 
the deal eventually will go through. 


association magnates except Lennon want 
to see a club installed here before any peace 
negotiations between the big leagues make 
such a venture an impossibility. Last fall 
Mr. Lennon gave an option on his franchise 
to Hickey, acting as the league's agent, 
to_be operative in case he was unable to se- 
cure a satisfactory downtown site for his 
St. Paul club. Lennon was unable to se- 
cure the site he desired in St. Paul which 
the league considered satisfactory through 
adverse action of the city council. 

Since that time pressure has been brought 
to bear on Lennon in St. Paul, and he now 
wants to offer a substitute location near the 
heart of the city and wants the location in- 
vestigated by the league before taking ad- 
vantage of the option. So far as known the 
new location is not entirely satisfactory to 
the leagué, especially since the magnates 
are firm in their desire to enter Chicago. 

This ig the bone of contentipn, and while 
the league thinks it has a right to close its 
option, Lennon is presenting counter argu- 
ments. It seems a safe proposition, however, 
that Lennon will eventually be overruled 
and sell the franchise to Chicago capitalists. 
Whether the American association club will 
be located on the south side or on the north 
side depends on outside deals now pending. 

Nothing new developed locally in the 
peace situation between the American and 
National leagues, and President Johnson is 
awaiting the reply to his letter sent to Garry 
Hermann, which he expects today. John- 
son asserts that so far as he is concerned no 
date has been set, although there is nothing 
to prevent an early meeting if the prelim- 
inary details are satisfactorily settled. 

The peace question is one which has nearly 
lost its interest with the public through the 
bickerings .which have marked the attempt 
of the two committees to even get together, 
and it has become a subject in which only 
those financially concerned are interested.

Hermann Receives Johnson’s Letter, 
but Keeps Contents Secret—No 
Date fora Conference.

Frederick Lovell, C. E. Glysson, and

pared to plead guilty to, the charge of illegal. 


voting, and to accuse the other defendants of 
iriducing him to vote in the name of John 
McMahon, a registered voter in the district. 

The struggle between the Harrison faction, 


represented by White, and the Hopkins-Til- 


den democracy faction was bitter in the 
First district, and the third was the pivotal 
ward. So close was the vote, it is claimed, 
that on the three first counts in the Eighth 
primary district the opposing delegates were 
tied for election. On the fourth count, how- 
ever, the Tilden ticket was declared defeated 
by one vote. 


Big Result from One Ballot.
